Army Social Workers Hold 
Conference at Letterman 


SAN FRANCISCO—“Social and 


_ personal problems of Army person- 


nel which interfere with their ef- 
fectiveness are the concern of Army 
social work officers,” Maj. Fernan- 
do G. Torgerson, social service 
consultant designate (July 1959), 
Office of the Surgeon General, said 
last week. 

Maj. Torgerson was attending the 
ninth annual Army Social Work 
Conference, held at Letterman 
Army Hospital, in company with 
Lt. Col. Harry J. Adams, who has 
been the social service consultant 
for the past four years. Col. Adams 
will leave~ shortly for a clinical 
social work assignment overseas. 

The social work program, under 
the Army Medical Service, really 
started back in 1942, when lossés 
of draftees, who could not adjust 
to military life, became a serious 
problem. Following War II, and 
in the relatively short span of 12 
years, the social work program of 
the Army has developed from a 
merely stated objective to a firm 
reality. In the period, a very small 
core of Army -social work officers 
hos grown to number well over 
100. All possess as a minimum re- 
quirement a master’s degree in 
social work, with an increasing 
number holding a doctorate. 

Secial work officers and en- 
listed personnel are assigned to 
Army hospitals worldwide, to

2 Soldiers Rescue Children 
' At Fort Richardson, Lewis 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.— 
The heroic action of a Richardson- 
stationed Army master sergeant 
was eredited with saving the life 
of a feur-year-old youngster who 
fell imte the swellen Anchor 
River near Silver King Ledge last 
week. 

MSget. Paul H. Mitchell saved 
the life ef Ricky Weaver, sen of 
Air Ferece Maj. and Mrs. Earl G. 
Weaver, when he leaped inte the 
turbulent waters to pull the young- 
ster te safety. 

Aeeording to eye-witness reports, 
young Weaver and Vickie Porter, 
8, were fishing along the north 
bank of the Aneher River, slightly 
upstream frem Sgt. Mitchell. The 
children’s parents, Maj. Weaver 
and Capt. Lester H. Porter, were 
fishing slightly upstream from the 
two yeungsters 

Apperently Ricky left his spot 
on the bank in an attempt to fish 
nearer the Porter girl but slipped 
on a roek, falling inte the rush- 
ing river. According to the report, 
Vicky screamed, attracting Sgt. 
Mitchell’s attention, 

Fully clothed and wearing hip 
length waders, Mitchell plunged 
into the swirling waters te reach 
the yeungster. The twe disap- 
peared under water meomentar- 
ily, but Mitchell regained his 
balance and managed te swim 
ashore with the bey, where he 
administered artificial respira- 
tion until the youngster regained 
consciousness. 

The Anehor River is swollen 
from the spring run-off of melting 
ice and smow. The river is espe- 
cially treacherous in the vicinity 
of the near-tragedy due te a swift 
current that whips ameng boulders

Pierce immediately plunged in 
after her. ; 

“I didn’t have. time te think,” 
he said. “I ripped off my ceat, 
shoes and glasses am@ just dove 
in,” he recalled. 

In the scramble his wrist watch 
was torn from his arm and lest, 
but went unnoticed during the ex- 
citement.

A Paradox in C onuiiail

I was stimulated ‘into composing this 
commentary after reading the Army Times 
news article, “RA Officers Still Needed” 
in the 6 June issue. 

Nearly two.years ago, in. July 1957, the 
Army riffed thousands of Reserve officers. 
I.was among them, I had about four 
years remaining before reaching 20 years 
service. 

I elected tg remain in the Army and, 
on a’ grade determination evaluation, was 
granted the grade of sergeant, E-5. (All 
riffed Officers ‘were’ evaluated as “ES” at 
that time.) ' 

Since my hirthday was in July (1957) 
and my three-year category expired at 
that time, I had two choices. (1) To take 
the path of least resistance and be forced 
out, thereby receiving the ““Readjustment” 
money, or (2) Take the option of resign- 
ing. 

7. - * 

I ELECTED the former. If I had re- 
signed, the “readjustment” money would 
have been forfeited but I Would have 
come under the purview of another. di- 
rective which “guaranteed” officers who 
had over 10 years active service, the grade 
of master sergeant; E-7. 

Because of the RIF era, the “guaran- 
tee” of the E-7 grade ended in June, one 
month before my forceout, by a change of 
the Army regulation. . It was evident that 
this was a short-stop for the Reserve of- 
ficers. 

The Army’s contention was based on 
the circumstances that it did not have the 
appropriated money to pay us. Then the 
rationalization evolved that it (Army) de- 
sired “quality” officers, in preparation for 
the atomic Army... The pattern fitted,

ALTHOUGH “quality” was desired in 
the new Army-to-be, the Army stipulated 
that the officers being separated were not 
inferior; that the “board” decided to sepa- 
rate the officers they saw fit. “This was 
done by a review of the Reserve officers’ 
201 files, only. We were given no Oppor- 
tunity to defend our Cases. 

Further, the Army contended that the 
OEI (Overall Efficiency’ Index) had no 
direct connection with the forceout; again, 
the “board” made the .decisions. 


(The governing AR reads that the OEI 
does not. reveal the: officers’ efficiency or 
his inefficiency but is used for “personnel 
actions” — which seems to be 1a: Humpty 
Dumpty device—meaning only that which 
the Army desires it to mean atthe time 
it desires it). } és AIH 

Since the Reserve: officer was regu- 
lated to three-year increments of active 
service, it can be presumed that ‘he is not 
a “career soldier.” Therefore, any law 
or directive published ‘pertaining ‘to 
“career soldiers” would not apply to Re- 
serve officers. This is obvious — or is it?

I INTEND ‘to continue as ‘an ‘enlisted 
man for about two more years, until Te- 
tirement (unless another curve bail is 
thrown). I mew work for people who 
worked for mé then. We “democratized.” 

Moreover, we Reserve officers’ car?y: a 
stigma — although not reservists or RA 
— we are “RO”. The prefix to otir sefVice 
numbers indicates, to uninformed EM, 
that we are “ex-officers,” has-beéris.'' The 
expressions “former officer” or “Reserve 
officer” (inactive) are not considered: 

As an enlisted man there are still more 
limitations, Many Reserve officers wha 
have been riffed cannot attain the new 
grades of E-8 and E-9 beeause they must 
have been enlisted persons for ' several 
years, so the regulations rea@l. Most. of 
us have either continued on active duty 
after WW II or have been recalled, can- 
not attain these grades. It is evident. that 
these controls have been designed for 
specific purposes which do not include 
Reserve officers — unless they decide to 
remain in the Army for 30 years! _

He gets other letters. Like 
the ones that say, “Don’t tell the

GRANTED that “major commanders” are sup- 
posed to command. Part of command, we have 
long been told, is to take care of those whom you 
command, This of course extends down to squad 
level. 

But let’s take a look at this for a minute. 

To carry out a Mission, commanders need the 
three M’s — Men, Money and Material. May com- 
manders take a specialized vehicle, such as a tank, 
and use it for a staff car, a prime mover or a trac- 
tor (for plowing-the flower garden in front of post 
headquarters)? 

In emergency situations, yes. But if this is 
done regularly, the commander is relieved of com- 
mand at the least and court-martialed if the mis- 
use is gross, repeated and (normally) if he ranks 
below colonel. 

Radios that are supposed to provide communi- 
cations aren’t pirated for entertainment.

AND MONEY? If commanders took a sum of 
money, provided for a job but scantily and pocket- 
ed the rest, or used it to improve their quarters, 
or otherwise handled appropriated funds in in- 
appropriate ways, there would be courts martial 
by the dozen. 

We Americans,are very sensitive about the mis- 
use of money. 

But if a commander takes a radio technician 
and puts him to operating a public address and 
music system in the club, or if he takes an expert

infantryman and makes him a bus driver, or if 
he takes a chemical engineer and makes him a 
troop information officer, only the unhappy man 
complains. 

DA puts out directives on proper assignment, 
classification, selection, and a host of other sub- 
jects. if these were work orders to change a part 
in a machine to make it perform better, they'd 
be followed without question. 

But it seems that the orders, directives, sug- 
gestions, and reminders that come from the Per- 
sonnel people are ignored when to follow them 
would be inconvenient or require a change.

THIS IS NOT necessarily the personnel offi- 
cer’s fault. In fact, I’ve talked with many per- 
sonnel officers and it is from them that I get my 
feeling that except for a few, they believe that all 
personnel officers are lazy, or-stupid, or prejudic- 
ed, or dull, or a combination of these. 

Based on an objective judgment of the person- 
nel officers I’ve talked with, I’d say that the 
majority are excellent men, but a little timid. 

Everyone is a personnel expert, you see. 

Everyone knows better than the man who has 
worked in the field for most of his career how 
best te treat people. And when the com- 
mander has ideas about personnel management, 
even if they violate directives, and good sense, 
the personnel officer who'll fight with his com- 
mander is rare. 

There are a number of ideas under study at 
Army headquarters which are possible today that 
have never been possible before. They are pos- 
sible because of high speed record keeping, com- 


munication and transportation.

IT IS TODAY possible to assign men—officers, 
NCOs and specialists — directly from job to job, 
not merely from command to command. But it 
is unlikely that this will happen, except in very 
limited and highly technical areas. It “interferes 
with command prerogative.” 

Maybe it does. ‘But maybe there should be a 
shift in thinking. 

Maybe a commander should be expected to 
operate his command as it is built for him by 
men trying their best to provide the key parts, 
with the commander having to fill in this frame 
only a little. Maybe we’ve reached the point where 
trained men are as critical as machines and should 
not be haphazardly assigned

Solons, Budgeteers 
Weak Strategists

os have been indications ever since last year that Con- 
gress intended to have more to say about the kind of na- 
tional defense we are going to have, as well as how much 





money shall be spent for it. 

If the Defense Appropriations 
Bill which has just been reported 
out by the House subcommittee 
charged with the heavy task of 
passing on the annual defense bud- 
get is any sample, the Congres- 
sional approach to a choice of 
weapons is no improvement on 
the budget processes within the 
Executive branch. 

The subcommittee did a lot of 
picking and choosing. Yet it can 
hardly be said that the members 
took a broad over-all view of the 
defense dilemma, or that they 
sought to grapple with basic prin- 
ciples, They just picked out a few 
items they didn’t like and put 
others in here and there. 

~ aa . 

THE REAL defense dilemma, 
of course, is just what it has been 
for years: how to maintain a re- 
liable deterrent force which will 
continue to make the Soviets 
afraid to resort to nuclear war, and 
at the same time a sufficient con- 
ventional force to defeat piecemeal 
aggression — and to do this with- 
in bearable economic limits. 

Within this dilemma, there is 
another one which is newer and 
less well understood — how to 
have a deterrent force which can 
not be wiped out by surprise, 
since naturally the Soviets will 
not be deterred from launching a 
surprise nuclear attack by a 
threat which they believe they can 
destroy before it can materialize. 

In the deterrent area, the Con- 
gressmen went in heavily for 
fixed base weapons eight more 
Atlas missiles and $87,000,000 
more to speed up production of 
Minuteman missiles the latter 
an unproven weapon whose chief 
claim to attention is that it can 
be put into a “hardened” base 
Both types are fixed targets for 
Soviet missiles. 

* + * 

BOTH WILL be based in the 
United States, thus making cer- 
tain that if the Soviets ever come 
to believe they. can win by sur- 
prise, some fifty million Americans 
more or less will die even if in the 
end it turns out the Kremlin 
guessed wrong. The biggest sin 
gle item cut out by the subcom- 
mittee was a new aircraft carrier 
for the Navy, which is a floating 
air base that can’t be attacked by 
surprise with ballistic missiles 
and "has a very considerable de- 
gree of survivability against other 
forms of attack. 

Off hand, one would guess: that 
Soviet planners would be a lot 
more worried - and hence de- 
terred by a big carrier whose 
location they couldn’t know in ad- 
vance than by quite a few con- 
crete-emplaced missiles which can 
be precisely pinpointed

limited threats. They also upped

But like their superiors in the 
Executive branch, they ended up 
with a hodge-podge of compro- 
mises and came nowhere near 








coming to grips with the central 
problem of the invulnerable 
(therefore mobile) deterrent, with- 
out facing which none of the other 
problems can be solved because 
they cannot be seen in their due 
and relative proportions when 
they are examined separately.

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Walter Reed to Get 
Nuclear Reactor 


WASHINGTON—A 50,000-watt nuclear energy reactor 
for biological research and medical treatment has been de- 
signed for installation next summer at Walter Reed’ Army 


M.dical Center. Atoriics Interna- 
tional, a division of North Amer- 
ican Aviation, Inc., Canoga Park, 
Calif., was responsible for design 
of the reactor, whif. weighs 450 
tons. It will be use’: to study the 
effects of nuclear 9 jdiation in liv- 
ing organisms. 

The reactor will »e used speci- 
cally for biological -esearch at the 
Walter Reed Institute of Research 
and treatement of patients at Wal- 
ter Reed Army Hospital. As such 
it will be the large/t atomic reactor 
availab’e for treat nent of general 
hospital patients ind will produce 
gamma rays, neutrons, and radio- 
isotopes. 

Gamma rays ‘destroy living cells 
in much the same way as do X-rays. 
Neutrons are subatomic particles 
available in large amounts only 
from a nuclear reactor. Radioiso- 
topes, particles made radio-active 
by exposure to neutrons, make pos- 
sible a wide range of biological in- 
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vestigations. into the fundamental 
life processes. The invisible course 
of radioisotopes can be traced to 
reveal what goes on inside the sys- 
tems of humans, plants, and ani- 
mals. 

The reactor is a “solution” type, 
which gets its name from the atom- 
ic “fuel” consisting of about seven 
gallons of uranyl sulphate solution, 
highly enriched in Uranium 235. 
The splitting or “fissioning” of 
uranium atoms in the fuel produces 
the neutrons and gamma rays for 
biological research and medical 
treatment. 

The Walter Reed reactor will in- 
clude several irradiation exposure 
facilities designed specifically for 
biological research 

The reactor will be self-con- 
tained, with no harmful particles, 
fumes, or smoke being exhausted 
into the atmosphere or public dis- 
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Col.’s Feat 
Depicted in 
Novel, Film 


FORT LEAVENWORTH, 
Kan.—“The Mountain Road” 
is classed as fiction, but in 
reality author Theodore H. 
White based his novel on the 
experiences of Lt. Col. Frank 
A. Gleason and his crack 
demolition unit in the China 
retreat of 1944. 

Gleason, then a 25-year-old red- 
head, was commander of a tough 
American demolition team com- 
posed of 15 American Army Offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the OSS. 
Their job was to delay the on-com- 
ing Japanese by destruction of stra- 
tegic points along the only road 
of escape—the 265 mile mountgin 
road from Liuchow to Kweiyang— 
a road choked with a seeming end- 
less procession of refugees seeking 
safety beyond the hills. 

Gleason and his men laid waste 
the countryside. He then recruit- 
ed Chinese coolies to help him as 
he moved through the ravaged 
highway area. Having no funds to 
pay them, he gave them a free hand 
in the towns on which the enemy 
wére attacking. His unit starte 
the campaign with (hee sgaeeeene 
wound ne oP ient vehicles, a 
Chinese orphan, a Chinese cook, a 
pack of starving refugees and ban- 
dits who had grown fat on the sale 
of equipment abandoned by the re- 
treating Chinese Army. 

Author White characterized 
Gleason as Maj. Philip Baldwin 
(who will be portrayed by Jymmy 
Stewart in the movie version)—a 
New England major with his first 
command, He was a classic desk 
man in civilian life and the classic 
staff major in Army life—planning 
actions for other men to sweat out. 

His job was to delay the Japan 
ese advance. His orders:

Army Air 
Gap Told 


WASHINGTON. — The first .an 
nual meeting of the Army Aviation 
Association of America which con 
vened here over the past weekend 
heard a series of speakers describe 
its present position and future po- 
tential. 

“Army aviation is the one major 
breakthrough in mobility the Army 
has made since World War II,” 
Brig. Gen. Clifton F. Von. Kann, 
82nd Airborne Division assistant 
commander and director-designate 
of Army Aviation in ODCSOPS said. 

But, said Gen. Von Kaan, much 
remains to be done in the field to 
make Army aviation less vulner- 
able, to educate men not aviators 
to its use and to get aviators them- 
selves to handle their craft in such 
a way that it is responsible to the 
Army’s needs 

The general said that the Air 
Force, when the chips are down, 
will support the Army as far for- 
ward as there are prepared land- 
ing strips. It is from these landing 
strips forward that Army aviation 
must fill the gap by giving the 
Army greater mobility than that to 
which land vehicles limit it. 

He said that there was no con- 
flict between Army aviation’ and 
the air support of the Air Force. 

The helicopter, he said, has made 
it possible once again for higher 
commanders to exercise physical 
leadership on the field of battle. 
And he said that by mounting weap- 
ons on Army aircraft, the firepower 
needed for battle can keep pace 
with the men carried into the battle 
area by helicopters or light planes. 

The meeting took place at the 
Shoreham Hotel on June 5, 6 and 7.

This will not only con- 
tinue but may expand, but only if 
such expansion does not interfere 
with the primary job.

FEARS had been expressed that 
CDEC was receiving less emphasis 
because of the absence of user test 
funds for it in the FY 1960 budget. 

The above description of CDEC’s 
place in the Army was furnished to 
offset this. It was explained that 
CDEC does not require special 
funding, that with the relatively 
small team of scientists and sol- 
diers that make up CDEC head- 
quarters, and the troops given to 
it for operational control, CDEC’s 
experiments. can be carried out 
with little additional expense to the 
Army. The results achieved far 
outweigh these. small additional 
costs, it was explained.

Belvoir to Build Two New 
Schools for 800 Children 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—As a so-

for each year of rated Service. 
Maximum would be 80 percent, 

The plan would work like this: A 
flier serves in the cockpit for 10 
years. Then, as a flyifg major for 
example, he is drawing $210 per 
month in flight pay. He is grounded 
but he‘has title to four percent 
($8.40) of his flight pay for each 
year of flying service. Total guar- 
anteed pay for his remaining serv- 
ice would be $84 per month. 

The cut-off at 80 percent 
(amount accrued after 20 years of 
service) would be designed to guar- 
antee that no officer would draw as 
much for not flying as another offi- 
cer of the same rank and service 
would get for flying. 

” ” * 


IT IS THIS cut-off feature which 
some AF officials fear may be crip- 
pled by the Defense efforts to get 
a permanent guarantee for 20-year 
men. If the 20-year proposal goes 
through, it would mean the services 
could pay full flight pay to officers 
with 20 years in the cockpit as long 
as they remain “otherwise qualified 
to fly.” Some AF people fear that 
once having gained the 20-year-100- 
percent guarantee, they could not 
win the accrual plan with an 80 
percent maximum because it would 
have the effect of taking some pay 
away from some fliers. 

Compromise point between the 
two plans, however, may lie in the 
“otherwise qualified” rule of the 
20-year idea. The more senior fliers

THERE is still some debate, how- 
ever over the exact meaning of the 
20-year provision, Since it was de- 
signed to save money by cutting 
the number of flying hours, there 
is some question that it may mean 
the protected officers could draw 
the full pay with no flying at all. 

In spite of dim prospects of get- 
ting any more than the permanent 
20-year plan before Congress this 
session, the Pentagon continued to 
work on the accrual idea “just in 
case.” 


Alternatives to the AF’s four- 
percent feature are also being stud- 
ied. One plan would reshape flying 
pay tables to allow increases in 
flight money by years of rated serv- 
ice regardless of rank. (Current 
rules increase it with years serv- 
ice within ranks). But there would 
be a maximum point after which 
flight pay would begin to decrease. 
A grounded officer would draw pay 
only for as many additional years 
as he had accrued and then at a 
decreasing rate. 

* 
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STILL ANOTHER feature being 
discussed is a system of guarantee- 
ing the non-flying flight pay of offi- 
cers within certain types of jobs. 
Presumably this would mean ear- 
marking those jobs where rated 
knowledge but not necessarily fly- 
ing is required and continuing the 
flight pay of officers holding them. 
As they left the jobs, they would 
apparently either have to return 
to flight status or lose the pay pro- 
tection. 

With these varying views, there 
is still some resistance among the 
services to any system which would 
pay flying money to non-flying offi- 
cers. Arguments here are that it is 
unfair to (1) flying officers who 
must remain on status while others 
get the same money for not flying, 
and (2) ground officers who are 
doing the same jobs as ex-fliers at 
less pay.

The House also voted down, 
131-43, an amendment by Rep. Dan 
Flood (D., Pa.) to provide an ad- 
ditional $102 million to raise the 
Army’s strength to 900,000. The 
bill provides for an 870,000-man 
Army, the size contemplated in 
Ike’s budget. 


Asked what he thought the 
House would do if the Senate put 
floor amendments on the bill, 


Flood said he thought the House 
would “definitely” accept it. 

There is a strong move in the 
Senate for a 900,000-man Army 
and - 200,000-man Marine Corps. 
Amendments to achieve this in 
fiscal °59 were put on an earlier 
supplemental money Dill, but 
House refused to go along that 
time.

REFLECTING its anger at the 
action of the Olympic Committee, 
which recently voted against in- 
viting Nationalist China to the 
1960 Olympics, the House put an 
amendment on the Defense Bill 
barring use of Olympic Winter 
Games money if any free nation is 
prevented from taking part. 

The bill contains $400,000 for 
service support of the Winter 
Olympics, due to be held in Cali- 
fornia. Another $400,000 is pro- 
vided in the military construction 
authorization bill, which has passed 
the House but not the Senate.

THE AMENDMENT to limit jobs 
of retired officers was introduced 
by Rep. Alfred E. Santangelo (D., 
N.Y.). It was defeated only after 
opponents pointed out that the 
House Armed Services Investigat- 
ing subcommittee is about to start 
hearings into the problem. The 
close vote emphasized the strong 
House feeling against such of- 








ficers and made it more likely that 
the investigating subcommittee 
will come up with some kind of 
limiting legislation following its 
hearings. It was pointed out that 
Internal Revenue agents are pre- 
vented by law from handling pri- 
vate tax cases within three years 
after leaving the organization. 

As Santangelo’s amendment was 
worded it would apply only to gen- 
eral or flag. officers, but it would 
apparently apply to those who re- 
sign as well as those who retire. 
It referred to “retired or in- 
active” general officers. Under this 
wording, an “inactive officer” 
might also include a Reserve gen- 
eral or admiral. 

The Armed Services subcom- 
mittee, in. announcing its investi- 
gation, mentioned that it was also 
eoncerned about officers on the 
middle level who do the direct 
handling of contracts. 

Even. Rep, George Mahon (D., 
Tex.), floof manager, and Rep. 
Gerald Ford (R., Mich.), leading 
Administration spokesman on the 
bill, while opposing the rider, said 
they felt something should be done 
about the officers getting fat jobs 
with military contractors. 

It all adds up to a solid job 
threat against retiring officers — 
of all ranks.

THE AMENDMENT to strike the 
Bomare money was defeated, 
178-51, after a rough debate which 
showed the Air Force still has its 
friends in the House. 

Among those speaking against 
the iricrease in the size of the Army 
was former career Col. Frank 
Kowalski (D., Conn.) who repeat- 
ed his charge that a division of 
men is being wasted in useless 
tasks. The Appropriations commit- 
tee cited the waste of manpower 
charges when giving reasons for 
not increasing Army and -Marine 
Corps size. 

The amendment to cut the $255 
million for anti-sub work was in- 
troduced by Rep, Thomas B. Curtis 
(R., Mo.). No one else spoke in 
favor of it and it was quickly dé- 
feated: 

During the debate the Air Force 
was sharply criticized for replac- 
ing civilians with military person- 
nel in the operation of SAGE. 
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however, the survey will attempt 
to define the value of the vehicle 
before the accident and its value as 
scrap or for salvage. The liability 
will then be figured on the basis of 
the difference between the value 
before and after. If this is less than 
the cost of repair, then it will be 
the amount for which the individual 
is liable. 

This, it is hoped, will cut down 
on uneconomic repair of older and 
greatly damaged vehicles.

THE APPEALS procedure re- 
quires that an individual sign a 
paper indicating that he knows he 
has the right to legal assistance 
(from the staff judge advocate). In 
preparing any answer to the find- 
ings of a report of survey, he can 
ask reconsideration, make an ap- 
peal, or ask for remission. 

An individual will be informed 
of these rights not once but twice 
+-first when the survey officer or 
board is ready to submit its find- 
ings, and secondly after its findings 
have been approved. 

Reports of survey must. be made 
for all lesses involving equipment 
with a value of greater than $100. 
For equipment below this value, a 
statement of charges is enough if 
the individual admits his liability. 

* * +. 


ONE IDEA behind the change is 
to prevent the report of survey 
from being used as a punitive de- 
vice. Commanders, it is hoped, 
knowing that an individual has the 
right’ of appeal, will use the meth- 
ods ‘of the Uniform Code-of Mili- 
tary Justice if they wish to punish 
a man. 

The. report of survey is designed 
not only to protect the Army 
against negligence by individuals 
charged with equipment but also 
to protect individuals against un- 
fair requirements. that they pay 
for equipment rendered useless in 
spite of their best efforts. 

The changes in the report of 
survey system affect only property 
loss, damaged or destroyed after 
31 May, except for the appeals 
limitations. Appeals may be made 
without regard to time limit if the 
acknowledgement of receipt of noti- 
fication of pecuniary liability is 
dated before 31 July.

FHA Policy 


PUBLIC offering. of partici- 

pations in FHA-insured mort- 
gages has been made for the first 
time in FHA history, Commission- 
er Julian H. Zimmerman of the 
Federal Housing Administration 
recently reported. 

The Mortgage Corporation of 
America, a Maryland corporation, 
made its first offering on May 21 
of $1 million of 45% percent col- 
lateral trust notes secured by 5% 
percent home mortgages insured 
by FHA under Section 203 of the 
National Housing Act. 

. = . 

THE offering followed registra- 
tion of the securities with the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion which became effective on 
May 20. : 

The notes will be offered in units 
of $1000, and may be ‘purchased by 
individuals or others who want the 
benefits represented by ownership 
of mortgages insured by FHA, but 
who do not want the serving prob- 
lems usually associated with invest- 
ment in mortgages. Some notes 
will mature in 10 vears and some 
in 10 years. 

Interest will be paid 
annually. 

“This offering,” Commissioner 
Zimmerman said, “is a significant 
milestone for FHA. We hope it is 
the beginning of a movement to 
bring FHA mortgages into a wider 
market and thus make more money 
available for financing the homes 
American families need.” 

FHA-insured mortgages may 
be originated and held only by 
institutional mortgages approved 
by the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration. 

FHA regulations were amended 
in August 1957 to allow approved 
mortgagees to dispose of partial 
interests in insured mortgages by 
issuing notes, participation certifi- 
cates, or other forms of security. 

The Mortgage Corporation of 
America does not intend to origi- 
nate or service insured mortgages. 
Its principal business will be to 
invest in insured mortgages origi- 
nated by others.

: Dedicated 


(Editor’s note — Recent East- 
West charges and counter-charges 
involving spy activities in Berlin 
included a Kremlin claim that the 
U.S. finances the operations of 
the National Alliance of Russian 
Solidarists, or NTS — an organ- 
ization dedicated to freedom in 
the Soviet Union. The Russians, 
however, claim the group is 
merely a ring of spies. One of 
the men most familiar with this 
organization. is the. noted news 
analyst H. R. Baukhage, and in 
the following report Baukhage ex- 
plains the anti-communist group’s 
activities and reports on a recent 
convention of the organization 
which he attended.) .

The anti-Communist Rus- 
Revolutionary move- 
ment, the NTS, is made up of 
men and women primarily of 
Russian birth and extraction, 
refugees from the hated Bol- 
shevik regime. The leader- 
ship is first of all Russian, 
secondly anti-Communist, thirdly, 
democratic in the broadest sense 
of the word. A strong spiritual 
or ethical note was evident in al- 
most all of the speeches at their 
convention.

Commerce Fields 


Military and 


Plans for the development of saucer-like 
platforms which would be stationed miles 
above the earth for long periods of time have 
been disclosed. 


A scientific breakthrough makes feasible strato- 
spheric stations for major military and commercial 
advances in such fields as missile detection, long- 
range communication, navigational and meteorolog- 
ical aids, surveillance, and TV transmission. 

Long a dream of mankind, the transmission of 
substantial quantities of power through the atmos- 
phere without the use of wires may soon become a 
reality. 

The “weightless fuel” which will supply the pow- 
er to keep the flying stations aloft will be pro- 
vided by high frequency radio waves in the micro- 
wave region. The microwave energy would be 
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beamed skyward in narrow “searchlight” paths 
from powerful transmitters on the earth. It would 
then be converted into heat energy aboard the 


platforms. 

A key factor in the sky station project is the 
development of the Raytheon Company of a high- 
frequency, high-power microwave tube called the 
Amplitron. Earlier microwave tubes were not 
powerful enough and would have required reflec- 
tors and power converters on the station much 
too large to be practical. 

Detection devices carried by the platforms could 
tie the stations into existing defense networks by 
giving early warning against enemy air-breathing 
and ICBM type missiles as well as aircraft intruders.

auspices of Possev, which is the official weekly 
newspaper of the group. It is secretly circulated 
behind the Irdn Curtain. 
\. What impressed me_ most. 
delegates and all of the leaders was their faith and 
determination. They were positive that the present 
bolshevik regime would be overthrown from within 
by an organized revolution with popular support. 
Many felt that a military coup as the first step 
would take place in the matter of a few—perhaps 
two or three years, 

I had a dramatic personal revelation of the dedi- 


cation of these people and the risks these people 


run and the sacrifices they are willing to make. 

I was sitting at a luncheon table with an ener- 
getic young man of about 35, not unknown in this 
country. He testified before a Congressional com- 
mittee last year. His name is Nikolai Kohklov, He 
had a thick crop of sandy hair and all the enthusi- 
asm of a top-notch American salesman. His ardor, 
I learned, was the ardor of a convert. 

Someone beckoned and he excused himself to 
greet with great warmth and affection, another, 
older man, George Okolovitch, an NTS leader. 

A beautiful Russian woman, now in exile in 
London, sitting at our table, watched’ them with 
a smile. “See,” she said, “how fond they are of 
each other and only two years ago Nikolai planned 
to kill Okolovitch.” 

You may remember his story, Nikolai Kohklov 
was a convinced Communist, a member of the 
secret police. His wife was a devout church mem- 
ber but there had been nothing in his work which 
brought her to open protest until she learned that 
he had been chosen one of a three-man murder 
team ordered to go to Frankfurt and kill Gregori 
Okolovitch of the NTS. 

Kohklov was torn with anguish, He loved his 
wife and child. But he had his orders. His two 
companions, he knew, were to watch him and kill 
him if he failed to carry out the order. His wife 
warned him that he could never commit the mur- 
der for she would pray that he be stopped at all 
costs, even if she were to be a subject of Kremlin 
retaliation. 

Nikolai reached Frankfurt, armed with a metal 
cigarette case which contained a mechanism that 
shot a cyanide of potassium pellet from a cartridge. 
He located Okolovitch, knew that he was at home. 
But he could not walk up to the door, He paced 
the streets, always thinking that his wife was 
praying that he withhold his hand, His guards told 
him he had 24 hours to kill or be killed. 

Finally he made up his mind. He eluded his 
guards, hurried to the house and knocked. Okolo- 
vitch opened the door.

Kohklov confessed everything and asked to be 
turned over to the police. 

Eventually he came to America, now has his 
first papers for citizenship and lectures for the 
cause of the revolution. 

As I watched him in Frankfurt talking inti- 
mately with the man he had been ordered to kill 
I had no idea that another chapter in this double, 
near-tragedy was unfolding. Back at the table, the 
waiter brought us coffee, He said he had ordered 
none. 

Something told him, he said later, not to drink 
it down so he only sipped. Eleven hours later he 
became ill of a mysterious, unidentifiable poison- 
ing. He was taken to the American military hos- 
pital. The nature of the poison could not be identi- 
fied. Finally he recovered and left for the States a 
few days before I did. He will not be prevented 
from lecturing or completing a book revealing 
Secret Police activities. But he has lost his thick 
thatch of hair. 

Since Kohklov left Russia he had not heard 
from his wife and child. 

Kohklov is certain that the Kremlin directed 
the poisoning but up until then he had felt safe 
from assassination because of the publicity sur- 
rounding his case. From his own experience he 
tells of laboratory tests using the poison which 
leaves no trace. 

His friends say the attempt was another proof 
that the Kremlin leaders consider “the NTS the 
most dangerous of anti-communist organizations.” 





Saucer-Like Platforms Are Seen 
As Newest Scientific Advancement

be vastly improved by a platform network. Mes- 
sages could be beamed line-of-sight to platforms 
hundreds of miles away. A single microwave sky- 
path could handle well over 100,000 telegraph mes- 
sages. 

Sky stations may also offer a sizeable step for- 
ward in relaying television programs across the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans to distant continents. 
The United States and Europe, for example, could 
be spanned by only a few aerial statians. 

Constant sea watches to track and catalog all 
shipping also would become feasible with platform- 
borne detection devices. 

Future possibilities for the sky station also 
include: use of aerial traffic controllers; earlier 
and more accurate weather detection and fore- 
casting; and as a base from which to probe -the 
atmosphere for its still hidden secrets. 

The sky stations would hover in fixed posi- 
tions with the help of helicopter-type rotary wings. 
The microwave energy would be collected by an- 
tenna arrays and transformed into heat energy 
for conversion into mechanical power to drive the 
rotor. 

Microwave transmitters on -earth would have 
huge antennas to beam the energy aloft. The size 
of the antenna would determine the operating alti- 
tude of the platform. 

The platform is designed to propel itself to its 
sky position and descend again to earth with 
energy supplied by a lightweight supplementary 
chemical power plant. This plant could also pro- 


vide emergency power if the microwave supply 
were temporarily interrupted. 

The platform’s power plant converts a previous 
microwave engineering vice into a virtue. In micro- 
wave communications, engineers try to keep gey- 
erated heat to a minimum. On the platform, though, 
as more heat is generated, more propulsion power 
is available. 


The sky station concept was developed by a 
team of engineers and scientists, headed by 
Harold Hart and Dr. Harry Letaw, Jr., of Ray- 
thegn’s Government Equipment Division. 

The Air Force has expressed strong interest in 
the Sky Station concept and is studying applica- 
tions and technology with Raytheon scientists. 

The operation of the sky station is entirely 
automatic. However, there’ will be provision for a 
crew during the flight-test phase. 

The sky stations will operate at altitudes so 
high that the curvature of the earth will no longer 
interfere. with communications between such dis- 
tant points as Greenland and Iceland. This means 
that an efficient means of carrying volume traffic 
can be built between, say, the United States and 
Europe using hops between Labrador, Greenland, 
Iceland and Scotland. To the average man this 
would mean that he could have the Folies Bergere 
or the coronation of the Queen of England on his 
home TV screen as it happens. It would also mean 
that business and personal telephone calls, and 
telegrams to Europe could be provided at a frae 
tion of the present rate.

Atlas of All U.S. Wars

QE of the most important 

military studies ever under- 
taken will be published this fall 
under the title of “West Point 
Atlas of American Wars,” The 
Atlas, prepared by the depart- 
ment of military art and engi- 
neering at West Point, incorpor- 
ates all the map material on 
warts in which the United States 
has participated, as used in the 
military history course given to 
the cadets. There will be 400 bat- 
tle maps in three colors, ranging 
from Colonial skirmishes with 
Indians in 1745 to the UN action 
in Korea.

THE STUDY of history, mili- 
tary or otherwise, has a much 
broader purpose, one that fits 
quite neatly into that never-end- 
ing “process of education and in- 
tellectual growth” that General 
Taylor defined as the goal of the 
Contemporary Military Reading 
Program. To understand where 


we are today, one must under-. 


stand how we got here. Or to put 
it another way, only through the 
study of history ¢an the soldier 
understand the evolving pattern 
of world affairs and his own 
place within them. With this un- 
derstanding he is better prepared 
to face the problems of today and 
tomorrow. 


A Hundred Years of War is one 
of the three books on the Chief 
of Staff's Reading List dealing 
exclusively with military history; 
there is a generous admixture of 
it in numerous others. ‘ The au- 
thor of this volume,, Cyril. Falls, 
is an Englishman, for many years 
Professor of the History of War 
at Oxford University. The book 
is no product of passing fancy or 
sudden inspiration, but the result 
of long and detailed study of the 
conduct of war by the nations of 
mankind that has occupied the 
better part ef a lifetime, As such, 
it is not the sort of book you 
would read in. the same spirit you 
would the Sunday supplement or 
a detective story. 

To understand the story of how 
dozens of different wars were 
fought in scattered parts of the 
globe, a story generally inter- 
spersed with unfamiliar names 
and places, requires a high de- 
gree of concentration. At least a 
passing knowledge of the general 
history of the past century will 
add immensely. But he who con- 
centrates will gain a rich reward. 
In the last analysis, it is an ab- 
sorbing tale of human conflict. 
If in the reading of it you are 
not likely to find the isolated 
pass through the hills that will 
solve an immediate tactical prob- 
lem, you will acquire a fund of 
knowledge relating to the uses 
of many such passes and find a 
great deal more on which to re- 
flect. 

* * 

THE NUMBER and variety of 
wars, great and small, that occur- 
red in the past century makes it 
impossible to disagree with the 
author’s conclusion that “war is 
a natural and ingrained activity 
of the human race.” This is the 
only book in print that attempts 
to cover practically all these wars 
of the last hundred years in cap- 
sule form and it is perhaps for 
this reason that it has found a 
place in the Military Reading 
Program. 

The Crimean War in 1854 open- 
ed this century of warfare; the 
Korean War in 1950 closed it. In 
between came such varied con- 
flicts ‘as the Franco-Italian War, 
the American Civil War, the Au- 
stro-Prussian War, the Franco- 
Prussian War, thé Paraguayan 
War, the Boer War, the Russo- 
Japanese War, the First and 
Second World Wars, the wars at- 
tending the Russian Revolution, 
the Sino-Japanese War, and the 
Spanish Civil War, not to men- 
tion a few dozen others the au- 
thor treats fought on all the con-

tinents save Australia and Ant- 
artica. It is Falls’ signal contri- 
bution to have brought all of 
these conflicts into perspective 
in an absorbing narrative that 
has as its climax the Second 
World War. 
* * * 

THE BOOK consists of a fac- 
tual account of the course of 
these wars and is not simply a 
broad overall analysis of the di- 


rection and nature of military ac- 
tivity with illustrative examples. 
Falls makes it plain that his pri- 
mary interest is in tactics, not 


strategy, that he considers “tac- 
tical considerations .. . all-im- 
portant in most wars.” His am- 


bition, as he puts it, is “to pro- 
vide a history of a hundred years 
of war, taking chiefly the form 
of a study of how wars were 
fought during that period.” The 
focus is on campaigns and bat- 
tles, on weapons, tactics and lo- 
gistics, generally on the how not 
the why of military activity. 

This is, as well may be imagin- 
ed, a large order in covering a 
century of ‘warfare within the 
span of some 400-odd printed 
pages. It leaves little opportunity 
to cover individual campaigns or 
even wars in detail. Thus the 
First World War absorbs three 
chapters and the Second World 
War five out of a total of twenty- 
seven, while the American Civil 
War and the Pranco-Prussian 
War rate but a chapter each. 
Similarly, all of the numerous 
small wars of the latter part of 
the Nineteenth Century are neat- 
ly lumped together in one chap- 
ter and the naval development 
and conflicts. of this period in 
another. 

* * * 

THOUGH basically an effort to 
present facts, the book does not 
lack interpretation or percep- 
tion of general trends. The writ- 
ing of history is seldom a totally 
impersonal thing, however much 
historians may strive for objec- 
tivity. And the author of A Hun- 
dred Years of War is not without 
his opinions and interpretations, 
most of which are provocative. 
Since he is every inch the Eng- 
lishman, Americans will be struck 
by the British flavor of many of 
them. For the most part they 
enliven the book tremendously, 
providing points at ‘which the 
reader may indulge in the luxury 
of agreeing or disagreeing with 
the writer, one of the greatest 


joys of serious reading. A few 
examples will serve to iluustrate 
this. 

On the American Civil War, 
Falls disagrees violently with the 
German General Von Moltke’s 
statement that it was “a struggle 
between two armed mobs.” In- 
stead he finds the leadership, 
North and South, of high caliber. 
“Though the Germans will never 
admit it, Grant deserves a place 
almost as high as that of Moltke, 
and Sherman one above that of 
Prince Friedrich Carl. The wars 
of 1866 and 1870 produced no 
corps commander in any way 
comparable to Jackson . .. Above 
them all stands Lee ... He 
represents one of the supreme 


examples in military annals of 
the combination of strategist, tac 
tical genius, leader of highest in 
spiration, and technician in the 


arts of hastily fortifying defens- 
ive positions superbly chosen... 
He must stand as the supreme 
figure of this survey of a hun- 
dred years of war.” 

On the air power enthusiasts 
of the 1920’s he has equally posi- 
tive opinions: “The men who

fought for air - power were 
imaginative, more so than those 
who opposed them iin the inter- 
ests of old-established services of 
sea and land. They were far~ 
sighted. The trouble was that 
they were too far-sighted. They 
theorized in terms of instruments 
they did not possess and had no 
prospect of possessing. Looking 
too far ahead may be as great a 
disadvantage in strategy and tac- 
tics as living in the past, because 
it leads to self-delusion and at- 
tempts to fight a kind of war 
which is unattainable. Every one 
of the thirteen major principles 
laid down by Mitchell was found 
tc be false in the circumstances 


of the Second World War.” 

And on the post-World War II 
course of events in China he ren- 
ders the blunt opinion that “the 
inescapable truth is that the 
Chinese Army and people prefer- 
red Communism to the Kuomin- 
tang.” Of the prospective conse- 


quences he warns: “As the most 
important result of the First 
World War proved to be the revo- 
lution in Russia, the most impor- 
tant result of the Second may in 


the long run prove to be the revo- 
lution in China.” 

These will suffice to give the 
general flavor.. We have here 
then a book that will enrich the 
reader’s knowledge and under- 
standing of warfase in the past 
century and stimulate his think- 
ing on both military and political 
problems in general, a book well 
worth a few hours spent in the 
easy hair with the reading lamp.

Dr. Fred Guedry, deputy director of the Psy- 


The chair I sat in is bolted te the center of a 
circular platform. This platform is mounted on 
the ring of an old tank turret. It can be rotated 
at varying speeds. When I rode the chair, the 
speed was 10 revolutions per minute. ; 

“Close your eyes,” Dr. Guedry told me. 

I did. Reason was so that I would not see the 
walls of the room and thus get visually the informa- 
tion that I was being rotated, 

He threw the switch. At first I felt the move- 
ment as the chair revolved on the platform. But 

soon it felt as if I was moving forward ona 
bumpy train. (Dr. Guedry says that a new ma- 
chine is being built in which even this sensation 
will disappear.)

SOON AFTER the spinning sensation disappear- 
ed, I gave the word to Dr. Guedry. Then he gave 
the word to me. 

“Drop your head quickly férward,” he said. 

I did so. And the world seemed to disappear 
from under me. It felt as if I had suddenly dived 
headfirst down into. emptiness. 

“How are you feeling?” Dr. Guedry asked. 

“Okay,” I said, glad I had a strong stomach and 
grateful for his reassurances, before I had got up 
on the machine, that this was simply a mild ex- 
perience I was in for. 

“Now raise your head quickly back to. the up- 
right.” 

I did, and now it felt as though some giant hand, 
whose grip I could not feel, had snatched me up 


from my left rear and I was taking off, rocketlike, 
into space. 

“You still okay?” Guedry asked. 

This was fun, I thought. “Sure I’m okay,” I 
answered. 

* * * 

“NOW THIS NEXT test we don’t usually giye 
to people with weak stomachs, even at only 10 
RPM. But you seem to be all right.. So I want 
you to tilt your head quickly down toward your 
right shoulder,” Dr. Guedry said. 

I did. And as my reason took hold, I sup- 
pressed the wish that I hadn’t. It felt as if I were 
in a high speed spin. But in a moment this sen- 
sation has passed and it felt again as though I were 
riding in a train, 

“Now do this next more slowly. Lift your head 
gradually back up to upright.” 

The sensation was identical to that of a roller 
coaster going at high speed over a sharp hump. 
The familiar downward swoop was there, but in

fall — the sensation of weightlessness that man in 
space will -be subject to — can be overcome by 
imparting spin to the station or satellite. Cen- 
tripetal force will replace gravity to create the sen- 
sation of weight. 

Dr. Guedry’s experiments cast doubt on this 
solution if the space platform is se small that it 
must rotate at speeds greater than five or six 
revolutions per minute. Only in. very large 
space stations can the pseudogravity of centrip- 
etal force result from spin of only five RPM, sta- 
tions seyeral hundred feet in diameter and in 
the shape of a doughnut. ; 

For in smalier stations, those manning them 
will be constantly subject to the sensations of fall- 
ing, tumbling, diving, swooping and climbing that 
are created by the machine on which I rode. 

* * * 

IMAGINE a satellite scientist peering out 
through a telescope and unthinkingly turning ‘his 
head rapidly when a remark was made to him, or 
taking a quick look down to see controls he wants 
to adjust. The sudden sensation of tumbling might 
make him grab for support, a dangerous act in a 
space possibly crowded with controls. 

Again, sudden turns while asleep will create 
these sensations, with the satellite dweller perhaps 
going sleepless or attacked by nightmares. 

But there are questions still to be answered 
about Dr. Guedry’s experiments. In space, under 
free fall or nongravity conditions, will these ef- 
fects result? Only by going inte space can this 
be determined. 

Again it appears that some individuals have a 
higher resistance to these effects than others. 
Acrobats, tumblers, some pilots, ballet dancers, 
figure skaters seem to be able to go through the 
experience at slow speeds with little or no senea- 
tion. Their efficiency is not affected. 

Possibly future space travellers and satellite 
dwellers will have to include a course of tumbling 
in their training before they leave the earth. 

In ary event, Dr. Guedry’s research suggesis 
that space’ platform designers need to consult the 
psychologists and human engineers before they set 
up their spinning doughnuts high above the earth.

Making It the Hard Way 


HOLLYWOOD — A press agent doesn’t often 
run out ef things to say about the wonderful, mar- 
velous TV star who pays him. But occasionally he 
gets desperate and relies on that 
old wheeze about the star doing 
all of his own stunts, no matter 
how death-defying they are. 

Generally such a story is pure 
moth-eaten boncombe. Even if 
the star in question was foolhardy 
or hammy enough to hang from a 
cliff, the producer isn’t going to 
ruin the risk of having his cash in- 
vestment wind up in the hospital 
with a broken clavicle. 

Ever since Hollywood produc- 
ed “The Great Train Robbery.” 
there has been a small band of stunt people who 
get paid a relatively miserly sum for the feats of 
derring-do called for in the scripts. At the mo- 
ment there are about 30 men and a half-dozen wom- 
en making a‘living in this precarious manner. 

One of these is Paul Stader, a tall rugged- 
looking individual who has been surviving all sorts 
of manufactured mayhem for 22 years. About 
three years ago Paul married Marilyn Mee, an at- 
tractive well-stacked blonde. She was a dress de- 
signer but now is a full-fledged stunt woman and 
frequently-werks “tandem” stunts. with Paul. . 

“I think it's important for a wife to be interested 
in her husband’s ‘work. and in my case I really got 
interested,” says Marilyn.

AS IN MOST professions today, specialization 
has taken over in stunting. Paul was a lifeguard at 
The. Santa Monica, Calif., beach in 1936 when he 
was. tapped to double for Jon Halj in the movie

water stunts?’ ; ¢ 

Although he expanded his stunt repertoire con- 
siderably after that, most of his work today is either 
underwater or high-perched work. Wife Marilyn’s 
specialties are stair falls and wild car chases.

In the upcoming episode of Ray Milland’s 
“Markham” series (CBS), Ray jumps onto a car 
carrying a gal toward certain death over-an em- 
bankment. He twists the wheel just in time to 
save them both. Actually Paul and Marilyn pulled 
off this hair-raiser. 

For risking their lives and limbs in this man- 
ner they each get anywhere from $80 to $200 per 
day. The Screen Actors Guild scale is $80, but 
Paul frequently can deniand better money, de- 
pending upon the complexity of the project. 

“T like working in TV,” says Paul. “It’s easier 
because they don’t have the time or money to 
make the stunt so elaborate. Another thing, we 
get residual payment working in TV. That $80 be- 
comes $300 after the show has been repeated four 
times.” 

The nearest Paul ever came to mangling him- 
self permanently was in 1948 while doubling for 
Johnny Weissmuller in a “Tarzan” movie. A rope 
he was swinging on snapped and tossed him 150 
feet into a tree. Paul was laid up three months 
with a beautiful assortment of-contusions and frac- 
tures. 

a * * 

MARILYN HAS had a close shave or two with 
ear stunts, but her cool: expertness at the wheel 
always has seen her through. Incidentally, gals, 
she takes pride in not. being “a: typical .woman 
Most women, says Marilyn, are too busy 
looking in the réar-view mirror at themselves to 
be good drivers. 

One day, after Marilyn had performed a par- 
ticularly difficult driving stunt, a veteran western 
stuntman walked up to Paul and while looking 
admiringly at Marilyn, said, “You know, Paul, 
you’re a lucky man. She’s better than having a 
falling horse.” Marilyn- knew then that she was 
a full-fledged member of the club. 

Paul was second-unit director on 16 of Lloyd 
Bridges’ “Sea Hunt” episodes, doing all the under- 
water directing. He hopes to become a full-fledged 
director. He still intends to keep his hand in the 
stunting business, though. ;

Suspense Is Like 
A Woman, He Says 


HOLLYWOOD as One of the most famous shapes in 
Hollywood belongs not to a sultry glamour girl But to a 
echeery-eyed, solemn-jowled, penguin-built man who strains 


the scales at just under 200 
pounds, 

He is the rare motion picture 
creator whose face, name and 
figure are as familiar to movie- 
goers as any major star. His name 
is Alfred Hitchcock, a movie- 
maker who is as big a box-office 
attraction as the performers he 
guides; whose films of suspense 
and intrigue have given him a 
unique place in the show business 
sun, 

After 49 films and 38 years in 
the movie field, the mention of 
his name conjures visions of 
skullduggery, deception, bizarre 
murders. and violence. However, 
he dares:'a recollection of any- 
thing but suggested violence in 
his films. 

“Suspense is like a woman,” 
he says. “The more left to the 
imagination the more the ex- 
citement.” And: “Audiences 
are more enjoyakly scared 
when they think about rather 
than see mayhem.” 

Scaring audiences is the job 
which gives Hitchcock his great- 
est pleasure. But he is equally 
famed for his ability to relieve 
the terision he creates before it 
becomes ludicrous or unbearable 
by the injection of an unexpected 
comic situation. This has given 
rise to what has been called the 
“Hitchcock Touch.” 

The producer-director 
describes his technique as an 
oblique approach to melodrama. 

“I’ve never gone in for the 
creaking door, lurking figure ina 
dark hallway type of suspense. 
Where I am concerned, murder 
or. an attempt at murder in a 
seemingly peaceful or festive sur- 
rounding is more intriguing. 

“As an example, in ‘North By 
Northwest,’ an interesting situa- 
tion is created when Cary Grant 
is lured to a deserted farm area 
in the mid-west. Nothing around 
as far as the eye can see. Aecrop- 
dusting plane suddenly breaks 
the silence as its pilot apparent- 
ly pursues his duties. A passing 
farmer muses to Grant that it is 
strange the crop-duster is dusting 
where there are no crops. When 
he leaves, the plane veers from its 








course and heads for Grant. It be- 
gins a dive at him. 
~ “It is obvious from preceding 
events that it is bent on destroy- 
ing him. But where is he to hide? 
How does he escape? Or does he? 
If you think I am going to.tell 
you, you’re quite mistaken. I sug- 
gest you see the film.” 

* * * 

HITCHCOCK’S heroes, hero- 
ines and villains also are not 
from the familiar cut of suspense 
cloth. They are average men to 
whom _strikifgly incongruous 
things bappen. And, as with 
James Mason in the same film, 
his villains are suave, polite and 
charming. 

“There is very little of a 
frightening nature about an evi- 
dent brute,” he says. “The really 
frightening thing about villains 
is their surface likeableness.” 

By the same token, Hitchcock’s 
heroines—usually women of mys- 
tery—are far from stereotyped. 
Eva Marie Saint is an excellent 
example in “North By North- 
west.” 

“The conventional big-bosom- 
ed siren is not mysterious,” de- 
clares the director, “What 
could be more obvious than the 
old  bilack-velvet-and__pearis 
type?

AHLER’S mountainous 5th 

Symphony—two discs full of 
musical peaks and shadowy val- 
leys—is done full justice by the 
London Symphony Orchestra 
under Rudolf Schwartz (Everest 
LPBR-6014, $9.98). Schwartz’ in- 
terpretation of Mahler’s great 
work is worth hearing; in part 
because it differs from the more 
melodic and romantic version 
led by Walter. The sound is bril- 
liant in tonality and range-clar- 
ity. This is also true of another 
Everest release (LPBR-6013, 
$4.98) of Antheil’s Symphony No. 
4 (“1942”) and  Ginastera’s 
“Estancias.” The same orchestra

The albumni is 
understandably entitled “At 
His Very Best.” The records 
date from 194046 and include 
Jack the Bear, Concerto for 
Cootie, Harlem Air Shaft, Chloe, 
Across the Track Blues, Warm 
Valley, Ko-Ko, and excerpts 
from “Black, Brown and Beige.”

ROBERT E. LEE IN TEXAS 





By RUFORD TURRENTINE 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.—“The more I see 
ef Texas, army life,’ wrote Lt. Col. Robert E. Lee 
to his wife in Virginia 100 years ago, “the less 
probability do I see of you ever being able to 
join’ me here.” 


Perhaps Lee referred to the inadequate Army 
quarters. Possibly he alluded to the.amany days 
he was away from his station chasing:Comanche 
Indians and Mexican bandits. It could’ fave been 
either or both 100 years ago in Texas. - 

A study of some of Lee’s:letters to his wife and 
children—from San Antonio, Fort Mason, Fort 
Brown, Fort, Cooper, and Ringgold Barracks—tre- 
veals a.great. deal about Army life in the old 
2d Cavalry Regiment a century ago. 

Chasing Comanches and Kiowas was the Army’s 
principal mission in Texas in the 1850’s, with the 
border bandits adding a little variety. The 2d 
Cavalry was charged with policing the vast area 
from the Rio Grande north to the Arkansas river. 

Their only. relief from this duty was during 
four summer months when the Comanches went 
north of the Arkansas river to hunt. Then the 
soldiers moved west to make topographical: sur- 
veys, and heat..became the~chief foe. 

“A soldier has a hard life and but little con- 
sideration,” wrote Lee. -“I spent the 4th of July 
after a march of 30 miles on:one of the branches 
of the Brazos, under my blanket elevated on four 
sticks driven into the ground as a sunshade. The 
air was fiery hot, the atmosphere like the blast 
from a hot-air furnace, the water salt.” 

It was a lenely life. Each post had but a 
company or twe of cavalry. “It was a country,” 
says one of Lee’s biographers,.“of wild animals 
and wilder men. Trayel was as primitive as the

In a caustic letter to” hig son, Custis, Lee said 
Johnston’s promotion “throws more discredit thah 
ever on the system of ‘favoritism: and’ making 
brevets.” (Johnston was a cousin of Secretary of 
War John B. Floyd.) Lee’s. congratulatory. letter 
to Johnston, however, was a.model of polish~a 
courtesy. Y 

Lee, who had been in the area earlier*as a 
captain in the Mexican War and at Fort Concho, 
served as second-in-command to Brevet Col. Albert 
Sidney Johnston (not to be confused with Joseph 
E. Johnston) in the 2d Cavalry. He lafer received 
the same brevet when he succeeded Johnston as 
regimental commander. His next. assignment in 
Texas was as commander of the Texas Department 
(1860-61) with headquartets in San Aritonio. His 
last duty in ‘Texas—his last In the U.S. Army-— 
saw him back with his regiment.

There’s nothing difficult about 
the right play in today’s hand — 
if the contract were notrump. 
With spades trumps, however, 
practically nobody would think of 
the game-saving play.

West opens the seven of hearts, 
and you win with dummy’s ace. 
You lead trumps, forcing out 
West’s ace. West leads another 
heart, and you are obliged to ruff. 

Now you must use up all of 
your trumps to draw those held by

West. While you’re doing this, 
East gets rid of his two small 
clubs. 

You can, if you wish, cash four 
trumps, one heart and two dia- 
monds. The moment you lead a 
club, however, East takes the ace 
of clubs and defeats the contract 
with the rest of his hearts.

IF YOU WERE a good guesser 
you could make the contract by 
leading clubs at the second trick. 
This would knock out East’s ace 
before he could de any damage. 
Later you could knock out West’s 
ace of trumps and pick up the 
marbles. This line of play, besides 
being sheer guesswork, would be 
risky since one of the opponents 
might get a club ruff if the clubs 
broke unevenly. 

There is no need to guess which 
ace to knock out first. Just. re- 
fuse the very first heart trick and 
you are safe. 

Hearts are continued, and you 
take dummy’s ace. Now you can 
afford to lead trumps. West takes 
the ace trumps but cannot lead 
another heart. You can win West’s 
diamond shift, draw trumps, and 
give up one trick to the ace.of 
clubs while you still have a trump 
to keep control of the hand. 
What’s more, all of this costs 
nothing, since you can discard a 
small diamond on the second 
heart, while dummy takes the ace.

Once when they mired down in 
the sand crossing a creek they 
ripped the roof off an abandoned 
pig shed, lifted the car onto the 
planks and inched their way to the 
other side.

OMETIMES I feel like Johnny Appleseed . . . planting seeds 
wherever I go, and rarely sticking around long enough to 
enjoy their full fruition. But—oh my—to deny ourselves the 
pleasure of planting things because we might move before 
they grow, is like saying, “I won’t make friends in this com- 
munity because we'll be leaving anyway.” Wouldn't Army life 
be an empty existence if we took this transient view? 


Right new we are irying to 
coax things out of this gummy 
Virginia soil, It’s pure clay — 
wonderful for making bricks, but 
not so wonderful for gardening. 
So far the children have planted 
Pansies- and a mixed flowerbed. 
The big project is the vegetable 
garden — a complicated process. 
First, we weed the garden area, 
then we turn the soil. Our rake 
is not adequate so I run to the 
lecal hardware to purchase a 
hoe. Next I mix several dollars’ 
worth of peat mess into the soil 
to loosen it; To this, I add 
about $1.98 ef fertilizer. 


Into this expensive hole we drop 
15¢ worth of seeds. 


My husband estimates that each 
radish will -eost about 10c, our 
carrots 15¢c, and our tomatos, 25c. 
But this is a.ecynical male view. 
Who can put a price tag on the 
joy of getting a backache for the 
sake of watching things grow? 

Some of our Army friends are 
superstitious about gardening. 
“Plant a garden? Not on your 
life!” they proclaim. “Seon.as we 

do, we get orders to move.” Well, 
we're taking our chances this year. 
If we’re not around when the mums 
bloom, then someone else will en- 
joy them. And what pleasanter 
reminder of us can we leave be- 
hind? 

My contribution to the local 
landscaping is a’ slender, graceful 
willow tree. “Lynn’s Protest 
Planting” you might call it. My 
protest against the heartless up- 
rooting of trees by builders of 
housing developments. There isn’t 
a modern gadget in the house that 
can compare with one splendid tree 
in the yard. A large tree for 
shade, fer beauty, for climbing. 
Isn't it depressing that with one 
clumsy motion of a bulldozer, man 
can ruthlessly destroy what it 








takes years for nature to produce? 
And in place of this magnificent 
tree, we must plant a young seed- 
ling, guaranteed “fast growing” by 
the catalogue. 

Oh well — being an Army wife 
can certainly be. a liberal educa- 
tion. After 11 years of planting 
wherever we go, for instance, | 
find that I’m learning something 
about soils. 

I've raised cabbage .in the 
devastated ground of Germany 
. +. a cactus garden in Arizona’s 
parched earth . . . flowers in the 
sandy soil of New Jersey’s 
coastal area. Only when we 
were in. Charlottesville, Vir- 
ginia, did things grow easily. 
There our yard was ableom with 
lilac, redbud and roses, Huge 
trees shaded us. The house was 
too small for our family — it was. 
a cottage, really — but it re- 
mains our favorite place. The 
trees, and the woods behind us; 
made it so. 


When we lived there I became 
acquainted with the landscape su- 
perintendent of the University of 
Virginia, ‘whose grounds (they 
never call it “eampus”) are beauti- 
ful. He told me once what an ideal 
garden — one that requires a mini- 
mum of care and offers a maxi- 
mum of year-round beauty. — 
would-be. It would have white 
pine for evergreen. The spring 
garden would bloom with forsythia, 
dogwood and azalea. Summer 
would see peonies and althea 
(Rose of Sharon) growing. In 


the fall, there would. be chrysan- 
themums. To shade the relaxing 
gardener, there would be sugar 


maple and ash trees. 

Well, maybe some day we’ can 
heed his advice. Meantime, we'll 
continue sowing our 15¢ seeds in 
$10 holes — reaping a load of fun 
along the way.

Bouillabaisse is Fishy 


Bouillabaisse is the fishiest of 
fish soups, with saffron added. A 
perfect bouillabaisse cannot be 
made except on the shores of the 
Mediterranean, because some of 
the fish used is not to be found 
elsewhere. A good fish store, how- 
ever, should be able to supply 
enough of a variety. Shore crabs, 
chicken lobsters, mussels and even 
periwinkles (salt water snails) can 
be tasty items. 

I hope Mrs. C.H.A. will find the 
following recipe to her taste. 

i Bouillabaisse 
2 pounds mixed small fish 
lebster or crawfish 

or 4 garlic cloves 

dried bayleaf 

or 2 sprigs parsley 

onion 

small twig fennel 

good pinch saffron 

olive oil 

peeled tomato 

salt 

pepper 

or 4 potatoes 

half glass of white wine 

slices of hard white bread 
The fish may be any kind avail- 
able.” A small crab or two will im- 
prove the flavor greatly. The tradi- 
tional “Rascasse” is a Mediterran- 
ean fish unobtainable in England or 
America, but slices of cod, small 
whitings or smal] mullets will do. 
Clean and scale the fish. If craw- 
fish or lobster is being added, cook 
it separately, retaining a little of 
the water it was boiled in for add- 
ing to the bouillabaisse later. 

Place the fish, if possible, in 
an earthenware “poelon” with the 
garlic, bayleaf, parsley, onion | 
(sliced), fennel and saffron. Add | 
just enough good olive oil to bare- 
ly cover the bottom of the pan. 

After peeling the tomato, cut it 
up fine and add to the rest, to- 
gether with salt and pepper to 
taste. Cook for 10 minutes, stir- 
ring with a wooden spoon. Then 
add three cups of hot water and 
bouillon from lobster, mixed, or 
water alone if no lobster is being 
added. 

Add the potatoes, sliced round- 
ways (scalloped), and cook fairly 
smartly for 20 to 30 minutes, or 
until the largest fish or pieces of 
fish are done, but take care they re- 
tain their shape. Add the wine 
five minutes before serving. 

Cut the hard French bread or 
hard rolls into rather thick slices 
and place in a tureen. Pour most 
of the fish liquid over them and 
serve with the fish, the remainder 
of the liquid and slices‘ of potato, 
on a separate dish. 

Hope I have been of some assist- 
ance.

‘Tillie’ Retires 
After 41 Years 
In Intelligence 


WASHINGTON—Miss Esther L. 
| Hoffman, who served continuously 
| for over 41 years in the Office of 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, Intel- 
ligence, Department of the Army, 
was retired on 27 May. 

She began her service with G2 
in 1918, when the branch was head- 
ed by the late Maj. Gen. Ralph Van 
Deman. In 1925, she was trans- 
ferred from Washington to the U.S. 
Legation, in Peking, China. 

Early in her service in China, 
Miss Hoffman acquired the. nick- 
name of ‘Tillie’ because her 
charm, wit, and good looks remind- 
ed many people of the heroine of 
the comic strip, “Tillie, the Toiler.” 
As “Tillie” she was known to a 
long succession of American mili- 
tary attaches, Army language of 
ficers, and diplomatic¢ officials who 
have served in China. 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor, when 
the Japanese attacked Hong Kong, 
she was on the staff of the Army 
Liaison Officer in that city. A short 
time later she was captured and 
interned by the Japanese in the 
Stanley Prison Camp. 


She was repatriated to the U.S. 
in 1942, along with other Amer- 
icans who had been exchanged, for 
Japanese’ diplomatic officials  in- 
terned in the U-S. on the outbreak 
of hostilities. After War Il, she 
returned to China until 1949 for 
duty in Nanking in the Office of 
the Army Attache, U.S. Embassy. 
In 1950, she was assigned to thes 
production division of Army In- 
telligence in the Pentagon where 








she. served until her retirement.

39th Infantry 
Unit Celebrates 
42d Birthday 


FORT CARSON, Colo.—A ° full 
day’s celebratién marked the 42d 
anniversary of the Ist BG, 39th Inf. 
here at Fort Carson. 

The Falcon organization day in- 
cluded an all-day open house, a 
parade and baseball game. The pa- 
rade honored Falcons who died in 
action*in the two Wars as well as 
the activation of their famous unit. 

Col. Lynell W. Green, 39th CO, 
addressed his troops and acted as 
reviewing officer. 

The 39th was organized 1 June 
1917, at Syracuse, N.Y., and re- 
ceived its baptism of fire 18 July 
1918, in the War I Aisne-Marne of- 
fensive. When the war closed the 
unit had adopted the name, Falcon, 
from one of its famous encounters 
at Mont Faucon and attached five 
battle_ honors to the regimental 
colors. 

After 20 years’ inactivation the 
39th began preparing for combat 
again in 1940 at Fort Bragg. It was 
the first major U.S. unit to set foot 
on foreign soil as part of the 9th 
Div. 

Inactivated briefly after War II, 
the regiment resumed activity 
again in 1947 at Fort Dix as a 
training unit; returned to Germany 
in 1954 and came with the division 
to Carson in 1956. The regiment 
was reorganized into two battle 
groups at Carson in December, 
1957.

Q. I have accrued leave in excess 
of 60 days and will not have a 
chance to use the excess before my 
enlistment expires.

A. Sorry, but the law prohibits 
accrued leave pay in excess of 60 
days, even though the excess ac- 
cumulation was not your own fault.

Writing on the eve of another 
tax installment payment one can

“The power to tax involves the 
power to destroy.” 

Clutching at cliches, we find our- 
selves repeating, “you can’t keep 
a good man down,” or “there’s al- 
ways room at the top,” or a lot of 
other slogans largely the heritage 
of our pioneer ancestors, and sup 
posedly confirmed or justified by 
the “survival of the fittest” in na- 
ture.

Another phase of what it con- 
siders unfairness in the tax set- 
up, is touched upon in the Letter 
when it says “... we are seeing 
a continuing expansion of ‘fringe 
benefit,’ revards for work which 
escape or defer the income tax 
burden. Although labor unions 
have assailed as ‘leopheles’ such 
previsions for business execu- 
tives, they have shifted emphasis 
in their own collective bargaining 
from taxable wages te more 
fringes.” 

We might continue but these 
dark glasses are conducive to eye- 
strain. Let’s take a last and rosier 
look at the immediate situation as 
the bankers see it:—

Vertiplane 
Tests Resume 
After Mishap 


SAN DIEGO, Calif.—Resumption 
of the Ryan Model 92 Vertiplane 
flight test program is scheduled 
for Moffett Field Naval Air Station, 
Calif., this summer upon comple- 
tion of repairs to the plane, now 
under way at Ryan Aeronautical 
Company’s San Diego plant. 

The Vertiplane, an Army VTOL 
and STOL (vertical take-off and 
landing, and short take-off and 
landing) plane of conventional con- 
figuration, was damaged during a 
landing at Moffett Field 13 Febru- 
ary. Peter F. Girard, Ryan Chief 
Engineering Test Pilot, suffered 
minor injuries and returned to 
work at the Ryan plant in San 
Diego soon after the mishap. 

Girard emphasized that the aeci- 
dent, on the Vertiplane’s 13th test 
flight, involved no VTOL or STOL 
flight characteristics but was due 
to a malfunction in the propeller 
control system. 

Although transition from vertical 
to horizontal flight had not been 
effected prior to the mishap, pre- 
liminary hovering investigations 
were “extremely encouraging,” 
Girard reported. As scheduled, the 
early part of the testing program 
was devoted principally to hori- 
zontal flights, with approaches to 
zero-speed hovering flight. The 
Vertiplang is designed to take off 
and land either vertically or at 
extremely steep angles, while 
maintaining a horizontal attitude. 

The Vertiplane is a research 
plane developed for the U.S. Army 
under a Navy contract.

New Use for Diamonds 


NEW YORK — Jet aircraft, be- 
cause of extremely high landing 
and take-off speeds, have present- 
ed Army construction engineers 
with a new problem in runway 
smoothness. In some cases, the 
problem is being solved with dia- 
monds. 

Diamond impregnated grinding 
blades, locked together to form a 
cutting head, trim off small bumps 
in concrete paving, leaving a 
smooth, skid-resistant landing strip 
surface. 

Variations in pavement surfaces 
became critical as the heavier, 
more stream-lined jet planes made 
slow take-offs and landings impos 
sible. On runways built for pro- 
peller-driven aircraft, the faster 
jet planes were jarring instruments 
out of adjustment and sometimes 
damaging structural members. 

Two firms, Concut, a California 
producer of concrete sawing equip- 
ment, and Super-Cut, an Illinois 
producer of diamond blades, co- 
operated in the development of a 
machine to solve the runway sur- 
face problem. By mounting a series 
of from 90 to 105 narrow diamond 
blades on a common axle, it was 
found the Bump Cutter could take 
exact, pre-set cuts off the top of 
the concrete at relative low cost 
compared to the expense of remov- 
ing and replacing the areas. 








Aluminum Troop Carrier 
Production Contracts Let 


OAKLAND, Calif. — First pro- 
duction of the new aluminum 
armored amphibious personnel car- 
rier is provided for in $34.6 mil- 
lion contracts recently awarded 
by the Army to Food Machinery 
and Chemical Corp. here 

The new vehicle is a nine-ton. re- 
placement for the current 20-ton 
steel M-59 carrier now in Army 
service. Both are tracked vehicles 
that cross rough terrain and in- 
land waters Each can carry a 
squad of infantrymen. The alumi- 
num alloy plate used in the ve- 
hicie construction furnishes the 
same level of protection that the 
steel M-59 offers. Both vehicles 
were designed by Food Machinery, 





which built more than 11,000 War 
II amphibious landing craft for 
seaborne invasion. 

The new aluminum carrier is 
designated the M-113. In addi- 
tion to serving as a troop carrier, 
it can be used as a missile launch 
er, mobile command post, com 
munications center, resupply and 
evacuation vehicle.

Army Orders $15-Million 


More Lacrosse Missiles 


ORLANDO, Fla. — The Army 
awarded contracts totaling $15,- 
181,000 to The Martin Company’s 
Orlando Div. for additional pro- 
duction of Lacrosse missiles and 
engineering services. 

Contracts awarded to The Martin 
Company for the Lacrosse program 
since last January now total $25,- 
181,000. 

Lacrosse is a surface-to-surface 
guided missile with nuclear capa- 
bility. The Army. previously an- 
nounced that the first two battalions 
to be equipped with the artillery- 
type weapon are to be activated at 
Fort Sill, Okla., before the end of 
June.

4th Army Lab to Use New 
Rabies Detection System 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. — 
A new technique to speed detec- 
tion of rabies by as much as 30 
days will soon be used at Fort Sam 
Houston, Lt. Col. W. H. Dieterich, 
Fourth Army Medical Laboratory 
chief veterinarian and virologist, 
said last week, 


The new process probably will 
replace two methods now used in 
detecting the dread disease. With 
the new technique, rabies can be 
verified in a few hours. Lt. Joseph 
E. Donavan, assistant veterinarian 
and virologist, has been chosen to 
study the technique at the Public 
Health Service Communicable Dis- 
ease Center, Montgomery, Ala. 

According to Dieterich, the cur- 
rent process involves making an 
impression of a rabies suspect’s 
brain on a glass slide, dyeing it 
with a special stain, and looking 
for Negri bodies. Negri bodies are 
present only in true rabies cases, 
but sometimes cannot be differen- 
tiated from other diseases. 

The first test is followed by a 
mouse innoculation method which 
is considered accurate, but takes 
from 21-30 days to process. Mean- 
while the bite victim often has to 
take a series of rabies shots which 
are not always completely effec- 
tive.

Called the fluorescent antibody 
technique, the new process in- 
volves “tagging” rabies antibodies 
with a fluorescent dye and drop- 
ping them onto a glass slide that 
has been smeared with the mate- 
rial to be examined. If the smear 
contains the virus, the latter im- 
mediately attracts the tagged anti- 
body. After the slide is washed, 
the antibody: and particle remain; 
under ultraviolet illumination, the 
Négri bold is revealed by a green, 
ish fluorescence. 

He noted that the Fourth Army 
Medical Laboratory handles all 
suspected rabies specimens  in- 
volving armed forces personnel 
and their dependents in the five 
state Army area. He said that 
over 200 rabies suspect specimens 
a year are tested at the laboratory. 
In spite of the extensive control 
measures employed throughout the 
area, he pointed out that many 
cases of rabies in animals and hu- 
mans have been diagnosed and 
confirmed.

Although the payments range 
from $100 to $1000 maximum for 
veterans or their survivors, no 
bonus. is paid automatically — it 
must be sought by the claimant.
